It is told that the original 



wooden ball was a buoy for a 
floating English mine. It floated 
across the vast Atlantic ocean 
and was washed ashore on the 
coast of Florida • where it was :

and became famous as an 
overnight stop fOr Aweary 
travelers from the "y west 
carrying furs, corn and other 
products.

Direct sharcowncrs total 
about 2,300,000. More than 
II ,750,000 persons were count- . 
cd as indirect sharcowncrs be- 
cause of their purchase of mu- 
tual funds and insurance stocks, 
through participation in pen- 
sion and profit-sharing plans 
or retirement programs for 
state employes and teachers, 
through life insurance annui- 
ties or through receipt of trust 
funds involving investment in 
oil companies. 

APL President Frank N. 
Ikard said millions more indi- 
viduals would he involved if 
data were available for the 
hundreds of oil companies in . 
this country. 

He said the Institute spon- 
sored the study to correct the 
notion that the oil companies 
arc owned by a handful of mil- 
lionaires. 

Although there may be a few 
millionaires in the group, the 
survey- shows < that the typical 
oil-company sharcowncr is a 
person with a good education 
who., has worked hard; saved 
some money and invested part 
of it in common stocks.

If accounts we read today are 
true, Austria was attempting to 
run me champion of all yielfsire 
states in the civilized world at 
that time. There were countless 
subsidies. Austria had public 
housing, public schooling, pub- 
lic health services, public 
transportation and many other 
facets of a government that 
wants to rule its people from the 
cradle to the grave. 

ALL THIS seems to be 
forgotten . jri the economic 
difficulties engulfing the wdrld 
today. ' . 

Should a problem arise in the 
United States in the years 
ahead, the chances are it will be 
triggered by government e£- 
forts to support the people and 
guarantee income security no 
matter what the cost in 
printing-press mbrtey. 

The concentration of power, in 
government bureaucrats is

national economy of this 
country.

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up on us almost unnoticed is 
government employment - 
federal, state and local. The 
total payroll now exceeds 14 
million, or one for* every five ; 

persons employed in private, 
industry. At, the turn of -the 
century the ratio was 26 to 1, 
and at the end of World War II it 
was 9 to 1. 

THE EXPLOSION ^govern- 
ment payrolls last year 
amounted to* 18 percent of the 
nation's workforce. This means 
that $1 of every $3 of income 
generated in the United States 
today goes to the tax collector. 

The latest figures show the 
number of civilian workers on 
the government payrolls^ is 
increasing twice as fast as the 
U.S. population. Between 1963 
and 1973 the number of federal 
white-collar civilian workers 
(outside of the Postal Service) 
went up 19 percent, but the cost 
of paying them went up 132 
percent. During the same 
period the cost of living rose 
only 38 percent.

are any leaks in the weld, the air from inside the 
pipe will create a column of telltale bubbles. 

It's a simple process, but vitally important. When 
we put cables in underground pipes, we expect .
